No. 22-ITC(P.N.)/55. —Attention is invited to remark No. (i) 
against Serial No. 65 (v) (a) of Part V in the Import Trade Control 
Policy Book for January—June 1955 period, stating that applica¬ 
tions from actual users for the import of air conditioners (unit type 
or packaged type) will be considered on an ad hoc basis. 

2. The matter has been further considered by Government and 
in view of the fact that licences to established importers have 
been subjected to a price ceiling vide Public Notice No. 13 of the 
7th March 1955, individuals and others who have applied for licences 
are requested to approach the established importers for meeting 
their demand. In regard to hotels and others, whose demand is 
for 12 or more units the indigenous industry has now agreed to 
supply 1 ton air conditioning units at Rs H 2,400 and 3/4 ton units 
at Rs. 1,745 per unit for an order of 12 or more for the same pre¬ 
mises, plus the usual installation charges. 

3. Applications received from public and charitable institutions, 
hospitals, laboratories and other deserving institutions and bodies 
will, however, be considered on merits by the licensing authorities.
